for the Emergency Manage- 
ment Department. 

The committee held , its 
second of three planned 
budget hearings on May 29. 
The final session was sched- 
uled for Wednesday at 6:30 
p.m. inside City Hall. The 


budget for Quincy Public ' 


Schools and the Department 
of Public Works were both 
on Wednesday’s agenda, as 


well as Koch’s proposal to 
create a separate entity for 
downtown expenses _ that 
would be separated from the 
general fund. 

The largest budget ap- 
proved May 29 was the bud- 
get for the Quincy Police 
Department. The depart- 
ment’s budget will increase 
from $28.97 million in the

Adams School that was on Phipps Street just off School 
Street in Quincy Center. This school served the young- 
sters of Quincy for 70 years. It was one of Quincy’s 
first school buildings, built in 1855, on a half-acre lot 
just behind the Christ Church Cemetery on the corner. 
Through the trees on the left can be seen St. John’s 
Church that was built only two years before the school. 


Originally only six rooms the building was expanded to 


10 rooms as shown here in 1879. When a new Adams 
School on Abigail Avenue replaced this one-in 1913, this 
became home to the Boys Industrial School. Then after 
the new senior high school opened on Coddington Street 
with space specifically for the Trade School, this building 
was demolished in 1925. Today, the site is a parking lot 
for St. John’s Church,

Promoting Mental Health In Massachusetts

May is Mental Health Awareness Month in the United 
States. In the Massachusetts House of Representatives, we 
have a strong legacy of promoting and protecting the mental 
health of Massachusetts residents and ensuring that individ- 
uals with mental health challenges are treated with dignity. 

We know that state government has an important role 
to play ifi achieving better mental health outcomes. To 
that end, the House’s Fiscal Year 2020 Budget, which was 
: passed earlier in May, makes major investments in the 

programs and services on which individuals experiencing 

mental health issues rely for their recovery and success. The 

et provides over $580 million in mental health and sup- 

port services for children, adolescents, and adults, as well as 

$222 million for the operation of community-based mental 

health facilities and inpatient facilities for individuals re- 
quiring long-term care. 

The budget also dedicates over $22 million for emer- 
gency service programs and acute inpatient services, which 
help divert people from hospital emergency departments to 
the specialized support programs that are more tailored to 
their needs. Recognizing that those suffering from mental 
illness are particularly vulnerable to housing insecurity, the 
House’s budget-made the biggest increase in housing and 
homelessness funding in a generation, providing nearly 
$250 million in funding for the Rental Voucher Program, 
Alternative Housing Voucher Program, public housing sub- 
sidies, and homeless shelters. 

I recently had the chance to observe first-hand the value 


of these kinds of investments to members of our own com- 
munity when Beacon Health Options, the organization that 
manages behavioral health benefits for MassHealth mem- 
bers, invited me to meet with participants of the Peer-to- 
Peer Program at Aspire Health Alliance in Quincy. 

For those with mental health issues, social isolation 
can be almost as difficult as the diagnosis itself. To meet 
this challenge, Aspire Health Alliance, formerly South 
Shore Mental Health, opened their Peer-to-Peer Program, a 
unique, home-like space where individuals. with mental ill- 
hess can connect with others with similar experiences. Here, 
they can meet with Certified Peer Specialists to focus on 
their recovery, participate in activities like guided. medita- 
tion, or simply relax and enjoy a cup of coffee with those 
who really understand what they are going through. Small 
comforts like these contribute to important gains in an in- 
dividual’s’ progress and recovery. I am proud to see such 
an innovative program operating right here in Quincy; and 
grateful that Beacon Health Options connects some of the 
Commonwealth’s most vulnerable residents to quality be- 
havioral health services. 

Mental Health Awareness Month is an opportunity for us 
to reflect on the progress we’ ve made in mental health care, 
but the remaining eleven months of the year must be spent 
recommitting ourselves to the work that remains. The Mas- 
sachusetts House of Representatives intends to do just that.

We come to the oil paint- 
ing “Long Branch, New 
Jersey” by American artist 
Winslow Homer. Here, he 
captures a’sunny day along 
the atlantic sea board; the 
lights catching the crevasses 
of the rising sand bluff as 
proper persons leisurely en- 
joy the view. 

Well dressed men and 
women gallivant the shore 
line of this desirable 1860’s 
resort destination, where as 
many as seven of our coun- 
tries presidents vacationed. 
Two women in refined attire 
admire the seascape below, 
both in billowing petti- 
coats, one shielding herself 
from the sun with a vanilla 
parasol and the other peer- 
ing through her lorgnette. 
Her parasol is held, ferrule 
down, spoke tips open just 
enough to reveal a bright red 
lining which complements 
the red accessory on her hat 
quite nicely. 

Complementary to the 
painting itself, is this exqui- 
site floral arrangement by 
Wollaston Garden Club’s 
Ruth Griffin and ber assis- 
tant Jo Costello. The ves- 
sel for the arrangement is 
a found object, selected for 
its similarity in shape to 
the woman’s parasol. It is

the tone of her skirt, offer- 
ing cohtrast to an otherwise 
predominately pale pallet.

The bleached _ Italian 
Ruscus create the first layer 
of greenery and protrude 
just over the rim, reminis- 
cent of a lacy frock often 
worn by well-to-do women 
of the 1800’s. Just above 
the Ruscus sit red Carna- 
tions, suggesting a ruffled 
texture and pop of color in 


the same vein as the adorn- 


ment on the woman’s hat 


Above the red Carnations 
are a grouping of White 
Freesia 
soliciting both a softness 
and detailed structure to 
the piece. The white flow- 
ers bring your attention to 
the sun soaked parasols and 
ruffled hems of windswept 
garments. 

Whitewashed beach bun- 
galows and milky sands 
occupy much of the paint- 
ings colors scheme, there- 
fore, gauzy White Baby’s 
Breath protrude from the 
top of the encircled flowers. 
The Baby’s Breath gives a 
whimsical interpretation sd 
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and Ranunculus, 


ing on boats in the distance, 
a bright spot among the 
clouds, or individuals just 
barely in view. 

The arrangement is fin- 
ished with tall pieces of 
Gypsophila and Bear Grass, 
extending in the center, just 
behind. the Baby’s Breath 
mimicking the actual beach- 
grass atop the dunes. The 
grass extends upwards but 
also bends to reflect the 
feeling of the soft and salty 
sea breeze we experience 
when you take a moment to 
escape into Homer’s depic- 
tion of “Long Branch, New 
Jersey.”

Scabies is ‘a skin condi- 
tion caused by an infesta- 
tion of the human itch mite 
called Sarcoptes. scabiei. 
These microscopic mites 
burrow into the skin and 
produce symptoms of itch- 
ing and rash. 

This mite is found world- 
wide and is transmitted by 
direct and prolonged skin- 
to-skin contact with a per- 
son who has scabies. Sexual 
contact is the most common 
way scabies is transmitted. 
Transmission can also oc- 
cur from parents to children, 


particularly mother-to-in- 
fant. Without human con- 
tact, the mite can only sur- 
vive about 48 to 72 hours, 
so it is unusual, though pos- 
sible, for scabies to spread 
through infested bedding or 
furniture. However, once on 
a.person, the mites can live 
up to two months. 

Mites survive longer in 
colder conditions with high- 
er humidity. Once on a per- 
son, mites ‘will burrow into 
the skin, and symptoms usu- 
ally begin three to six weeks 
after infestation. Animals do 
not spread the same types 
of mites that cause human 
scabies, so it is impossible 


to catch scabies from a dog 
or Cat. 
Scabies. usually begin 
with itching, which tends 
to be more severe at night, 
and:a pimple-like rash. The 
rash can appear on any part 
of the body, but the most 
frequent sites are wrists, 
elbows, armpits, skin be- 
tween the fingers and toes 
and around the nails, as well 
as on skin usually covered 
by clothing such as the but- 


tocks, belt line, nipples, and ~ 


penis. Infants and young 
children may have seabies 
rash‘ on their head, face, 
neck, palms, and soles. In 
those with weakened im- 


mune systems, scabies rash 
may become crusted. 

There are no approved 
over-the-counter treatments 
for scabies. A doctor must 
prescribe medication. The 
initial treatment for sca- 
bies may involve a topical 
cream, such as permethrin, 
which is applied directly 
to the skin, from the neck 
to the soles of the feet. It 
should be left on overnight 
and then washed off 8 to 14 
hours later. Usually a sec- 
ond application after 1 to 
2 weeks is advised. Other 
topical scabies therapies in- 
clude Crotamiton cream or 
lotion, Lindane and Sulfur

ointment. 

In some cases, oral Iver- 
mectin may be used, particu- 
larly in cases where scabies 
encompass a large part of 
the body and is crusted. This 
particular medication is also 
often used in settings such 
as nursing homes where 
there may be widespread 
outbreaks. To get relief from 
the symptom of itching, 
some over-the-counter anti- 
histamines such as diphen- 
hydramine may help control 
the itch and enhance sleep. 

As mentioned previ- 
ously, scabiés mites do not 
survive more than 72 hours 
without human contact. It is 


-usually adequate to machine 


wash bed linens and cloth- 
ing in hot water and dry on 
high heat, or have the items 
dry-cleaned. It is not nec- 
essary to have furniture or 
carpets cleaned as the mites 
will die off on their own in 
a few days without human 
contact. 

Some additional ways 
you can treat scabies mites 
or prevent them from 
spreading include: 

¢ Make sure everyone 
who is in contact with the 
infested person is treated, 
particularly those who come 
in frequent, close contact 
with that person (i.e., sexual 
partners, people who live 
with the infested person,

cared for by an infested par- 
ent). i 
¢ Keep fingernails and 
toenails well- trimmed and 
clean of any mites or eggs. 
.* Thoroughly vacuum

carpets, furniture, and car 
interiors. Use extra caution 
vacuuming after someone 
who has crusted mites, as 
these are more contagious. 
Discard the vacuum cleaner 
bags or clear out the dirt re- 
ceptacle when done. 

¢ Avoid scratching bumps 
or lesions. 

¢ Keep open sores clean. 

¢ Keep in mind that once 
treatment begins it may still 
take a few days for itching 
and other symptoms to sub- 
side. If it does not go away, 
consult your healthcare pro- 
vider. 

Scabies can often bear a 
resemblance to other skin 
conditions. It may appear as 
tiny pimples, or mosquito- 
like bites. It may also look 
similar to eczema or ring- 
worm. It is important to see 
your healthcare provider for 
diagnosis and treatment. 

Scabies may be more 

easily spread in nursing 
homes and other long-term 
care facilities because of the 
close contact of residents 
and staff. Scabies mites 
can also quicker among im- 
munocompromised people, 
such as those with HIV/ 
AIDS, or cancer.

Older Father Seeks 
Benefits For 
Young Children, Wife

Dear Rusty: I, was 62 in February and my 44-year-old 
wife and I have 3 young daughters ages 5, 7 and 13. My 
2019 income via wages will be about $98,000. My wife 
does not work outside our home. In round numbers my So- 
cial Security full retirement benefit is estimated to be about 
$3,000 per month if I wait until 2023. I understand I am 
eligible to start receiving reduced benefits at age 62 and I 
could also collect an. additional 50% up to 80% of my full 
retirement benefit for my young daughters until they gradu- 
ate from high school. My questions are: What determines 
where in the range of between: and 150% and 180% my 
extra benefit would be? Would my benefit be reduced be- 
cause of my income (I know my benefits may be taxed but 
the question is, will my benefits be reduced)? Finally, is my 
wife also eligible to receive any benefits because we have 3 
young children? Signed: Older Father | 

Dear Older Father: In your situation the Family Maxi- 
mum would apply and there is a rather complex formula 
which Social Security uses to determine that maximum. 
The computation is based upon your “primary insurance 
amount” (PIA), which is the amount you are entitled to at 
your full retirement age (regardless of when you claim). 
Your PIA is broken into 4 parts, and’a percentage of each 
part is taken as an amount which contributes to your family 
maximum. The four parts (in 2019) and percentages taken 


are: 150% ofthe first $1,184 of your PIA; 272% of your - 


PIA amount between $1,185 and $1708; 134% of your PIA 
amount between $1,709 and $2,228; and 175% of your PIA 
amount over $2,228. Your family maximum will be the sum 
of those computations. What’s left after your PIA is deduct- . 
ed is equally apportioned among your other eligible benefi- 
ciaries. For example, if your estimated 2023 PIA is $3,000, 
using the above formula your family maximum would be 
about $5,245. After subtracting your PIA amount, there 
would be about $2,245 to be apportioned evenly among 
your 4 eligible dependents ($561 each). But no dependent 
benefits can be paid until you start collecting your benefits. 

Once your benefits start, your wife will be eligible to 
collect “child in care” spousal benefits, but the amount will 
be limited by the Family Maximum as described above. You 
already know that your children can no longer receive ben- 
efits when they graduate high school (or turn 19). When a 
child is no longer receiving benefits, the amount they were 
receiving is added proportionately to your remaining depen- 
dents. When your youngest daughter reaches 16 years of 
age, your wife can no longer receive child-in-care spousal 
benefits, but she will be eligible for regular spousal benefits 
when she turns62. 

Yes, your Social Security benefit will be reduced by your 
earnings if you claim SS benefits before your full retirement 
age and your current earnings are over the annual earnings 
limit. If you claim in 2019, you will not be entitled to bene- 
fits for any month you earn more than $1470. After this first 
year, you'll be subject to the annual earnings limit (which 
changes yearly but for 2019 is $17,640) and exceeding that 
limit will mean that SS will withhold $1 for every $2 you 
are over the limit. In the year you reach your full retirement 


. age (which is 66 4), the earnings limit goes up by about 


2.5 times ($46,920 for 2019) and the penalty is less ($1 for 
every $3 over the limit), and once you reach your full retire- 
ment age there is no longer an earnings limit. But if you 
exceed the annual limit, SS will withhold future benefits 
until they have recovered what. is due. But here’s a big red 
flag: anyone collecting benefits on your record will also be 
“contingently liable” for any overpayment made to you, so 
their benefits will be withheld as well until Social Security 
recovers any overpayment as a result of you exceeding the 
earnings limit.

School officials are in the 
process of developing strat- 
egies to deal with students 
who are chronically absent. 


Quincy School Supt. Dr. . 


Richard DeCristofaro and 
Student Support Services 
Senior Director Maura Pap- 


ile outlined the district’s ’ 


plan during a recent school 
committee meeting. The 
School’ system is taking a 


tiered approach ‘to prevent. 


and provide intervention for 
chronic absenteeism - stu- 
dents that are absent 10 or 
more days in 4 row. 

“We've done some very 
hard work looking at absen- 
teeism in the Quincy. Public 
Schools...and how. we can 
build a model by the: end 
of this school year to target 
chronic absenteeism,” said 
DeCristofaro. 

Papile and DeCristofaro 
explained there are many 
reasons for students — not 
regularly attending school. 
They range from ijlness, 
trauma, bullying, . disen- 
gagement, anxiety, depres- 
sion, transportation issues, 
and concerns over safety. 

Papile said poor atten- 
dance can lead students to 
withdrawing from school. 

“Chronic  absentéeism 
is an indicator of a future 
dropout,” she said, adding, 
“Our dropout rates are in- 
credibly low.” 

Officials have devel- 
oped a three-tiered system 
to head-off students, on- the 
path of missing school to the 
chronically absent. 


‘The first tier is providing 


programs to prevent absen- 
teeism. This is a_school- 
wide. support system that 
involves 75 to 80 percent of 
students teaching them so- 
cial and emotional manage- 
ment skills, providing ‘anti- 
bullying programs, positive 
reinforcement, proactive 
discipline, and behavior ex- 
pectations. 

The second targets at- 
risk students — about 15 to 
20 percent - who. have pat- 
terns of absenteeism. For 
these students, intensive 
social skills instruction is 
provided along with self- 
management, and increased 
academic support. 

Papile explained that 
one program, “Checking In 
~— Checking Out” involves 
students checking in with 
an adult mentor daily that 
provides. encouragement 
and support. Mentors also 
have lunch with freshmen to 
make them feel welcomed. 

Also, the Teen Speak 
Out: program helps grow 
bonds and breaks barriers 
between students, Older stu- 
dents help younger students 
in class suchas a reading 
buddy. 
Sensory materials, back- 
ground music, and a quiet 


space are part of a safe . 
classroom, environment for 


) at-risk students, 


, . Tier three is for chroni- 
cally absent students and 
provides intervention. This 


includes family assistance 
conferences and __ offering 


alternative academic pro- 
grams such’as online cours- 
es and the Quincy Evening 
High School. 

Papile said in some cases 
the. supervisors of atten- 
dance, juvenile probation 
officers, and Department 
of Families Services are 


“involved jn meetings: with 


parents to get.to the root of 
the problem and develop an 
action plan. 

 DeCristofaro said there is 
also a focus for those special 
education students and Eng- 
lish Language Learners who 
are not attending schoot 
regularly. 

Compared to the state, 
Quincy’s chronic absentee- 
ism rate is lower at all grade 
levels, except for grade 12. 
The- latter, DeCristofaro 
said, may be do “to séniori- 
tis,’ when seniors become 
disengaged during their last 
weeks of school. 

The superintendent ex-— 
plained kindergarten and 
grade one students in Quincy 
have the highest chronically 
absent rate. It then drops off 
in subsequent grades, then 
spikes.in grade 7. The num- 
ber drops off again in grade 
8, then, increases through 
the high school grades. 

Quincy has 12.8. percent, 
or 980 .of its total students 
listed as chronically absent. 
Compared to eight other dis- 
tricts, Quincy is among the 
lowest three, with Newton 
and Braintree: 

“Ninety-five percent of 
our students come to school 
every day,’ DeCristofaro 
said. Kai te 

DeCristofaro pointed out 
Quincy has nearly 10,000 
students, the second highest 
of the nine districts in the 
comparison .with Newton 
topping the group at nearly 
13,000. Randolph, with just 
slightly more than 2,700 
students, has the highest 
chronically absent students 
of the nine districts. 

Papile said chronic ab- 
sent numbers include ex- 
tended absences where stu- 
dents are unable to attend 
class. 

“The numbers don’t tell 
the whole story,” she said. 
“There are some complicat- 
ed situations.” 

There are students who 
have a serious illness requir- 
ing them to stay home for an 


extended period of time. 
“Students who have ex- 
tended absences have tu- 


tors...and they count as 


chronically absent,” ‘said 
Papile. 

There are also cases 
where students who return 
to their country of origin 
with their parents and don’t 
return. at 
“We need to make sure 
the numbers truly reflect 
what’s happening and make 
sure we know what we’re 
looking behind those num- 


. bers,” said Papile. 


A symposium. about 
chronic absenteeism for 
the lowest performing stu- 
dents was held recently for 
parents. A follow up was 
conducted with principals, 
design teams, and guidance 
counselors to develop inter- 
vention strategies. 

“Once. we understood 
what’s happening, we look: 
at the targets and what will 
be helpful to intervene,” 
said Papile. “Interventions 
vary because the causes are 
complex.” 

Each school has its own 
approach -along with, sys- 
tem-wide programs. 

School officials are us- 
ing state Department of 
Elementary’ and ‘Secondary 
Education guidelines . and 
targets to base Quincy’s ap- 


proach to chronic absentee- _ 


ism. 

“We set our own targets, 
said Papile 

‘Schools that decreased 
absenteeism were required 
to decrease it further. 

“We created a tough bar,” 
said Papile. “Every school is 
an incredible pathway to get 
kids reengaged.” 

School committee mem- 
ber Douglas Gutro noted 
there is a correlation be- 
tween poor grades and 
chronically missing school 
and that needs to be com- 
municated to parents, 

Colleague Paul Bregoli 
noted that as a coach, he 
has encountered students 
who are chronically tardy 
at the high school level. He 
asked that tardiness also be 
included in the intervention 
program. 

“Tt has a ripple effect,” 
DeCristofaro said, referring 
to tardiness. ; 

Committee member 
Kathryn Hubley said par- 
ents who take their children 
out of school for vacation 
also has a negative effect. 

School —  Ccommittee 
Chairwoman Emily Lebo 
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asked that the absenteeism 
matter be discussed further 
in a subcommittee and _in- 
clude a look at students who 
are economically disadvan- 
taged and homeless. She 
also said parents need to be

DeCristofaro said the re- 
sults of this year’s approach 
will go into building next 
year’s intervention program. 

“We will look at the suc-

We are making 
progress.”

The 
TPAL budget will decrease 
in the new fiscal year from 
$2.95 million to $2.94 mil- 
lion. The decrease is because 
the city will spend $100,000 
less on street lighting next 
fiscal year following the 
switch to LED lights. 

Chris Cassani, the direc- 
tor of TPAL, said his de- 
partment is planning to use 
funds in the budget for ac- 
cessibility - improvements 
at the intersection of Wash- 
ington Street and Southern 
Artery. The department will 
also add a pedestrian cross- 
ing on Beale Street at Old 
Colony Avenue to accom- 
modate people walking to 
the Wollaston MBTA sta- 
tion, which will re-open this 
summer.

gious disease, the previous 
day. Jones said the 11-month 
old was too young to receive 
the MMR vaccine, which is 
typically administered be- 
tween the ages of 12 and 15 
months. 

Anyone who was at one 
of five locations at the same 
time frame as the child in the 
days prior to May 25 should 
get the MMR vaccine, Jones 


said, as should anyone Who ‘' 
does not know if they have - 


been immunized. 
“Anyone who may have 
been exposed...should get 


a dose,” she said. “People _ 


who don’t know their im- 
munization status should get 
-a dose.” 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention pre- 
sumes anyone born before 
1957 was exposed to mea- 
sles and does not require an 
MMR vaccine; Jones said 
her department will admin- 
ister the vaccine to those 
individuals if they request it. 

The CDC says anyone 
who received the inactivat- 
ed measles vaccine between 
1963 and 1967 is not’ con- 
sidered immune. Those who 
received the live measles 
vaccine during that ‘time 
period, or two doses of the 
MMR vaccine since 1968,

In the 
last few years, Ray’s mother 
Polly, has been receiving 
chemotherapy and radiation 
treatments at Dana-Farber to 
treat uterine cancer. - James 
has been a part of Team 
CHUCKLE and the PMC 
since 2011 and began riding 
in memory of his brother-in- 
law’s father, Mark Edmond- 
son. 

Additionally each has 
been affected through Team 
CHUCKLE as a teammate’s 
sister sadly passed , away 
at age 36 a few years after 
being diagnosed with an 
extremely rare form of can- 
cer.

City To Demolish Newport Ave. 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The City Council 
on Monday: approved a 
$200,000 appropriation to 
demolish three Newport 
Avenue buildings that were 
heavily damaged by a five- 
alarm firein March. 

Councillors . approved 

_ Mayor Thomas Koch's re- 
quest for the appropriation 
in. a unanimous vote. The 
‘money will come from the 
city’s state-certified free 
cash. © 

The Match 12 conflagra- 
tion started at 307 Newport 
Ave. and spread to the adja- 
cent buildings on either side, 
301 Newport Ave. and 317 
. Newport Ave., also known 
as the Odd Fellows Hall. 
The building at 307 New- 
port Ave. collapsed during 
the fire and what was left of 
the Odd Fellows Hall ‘was 
demolished shortly thereaf- 
ter, though the charred re- 
mains of the two structures 
are still on site. 

Jay Duca, the city’ $ in- 
spectional services director, 
said the $200,000 would al- 
low the city to clean up those 
two properties and demolish 
the building at 301 Newport 
Ave. Duca said the owners 
of the three properties have 
not been responsive to his 
office’s requests to take care 
of the matter on their own. 

“I’ve been hoping against 
all hope that the owners 
would come forward. and 
take care of this themselves. 
That hasn’t happened and I 
don’t want to end up going 
into the summer .and into 
the fall, so that’s why we are 
taking this step,” Duca said. 

The city, he said, would 
put the work out to bid and 
hire a contractor to clear the 


three parcels. 
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To recoup the $200,000, 
the city will put liens on 
each property. The liens 
would be paid back if ‘the 
properties are sold in the fu- 
ture, Duca said. 

Ward 3 Ian Cain said it 
is important the city gets 
reimbursed and called the 
fire-damaged properties a 
blight on the surrounding 
neighborhood. 

“It’s a blight. It’s an eye- 
sore,” Cain said. ‘“We’re 
having the Wollaston T sta- 
tion open up within weeks. 
It would be great to see that 
cleared out, and hopefully 
move forward with some 
folks to come forward and 
take a look at that parcel for 
rehabilitation.” 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci asked Duca or 
other” city officials to pro- 
vide an overview of alterha- 
tive ways the city can get re- 
imbursed.for the demolition 
work instead of waiting for 
the land to be sold. Palmuc- 
ci asked for that information 
to be provided during the 
council’s ypcoming June 17 
meeting or in the fall: 

“I agree we need to do 
it. Someone could get hurt, 
it’s an eyesore and it poses a 
risk,” Palmucci said. “How 
do we get the money back? 
It can’t just be we’re going 
to put a lien and wait for 
them to sell, because that 
can bé 30 years.” 

The property at 301 
Newport Ave. is owned by 
M&W Properties LLC and 
was ‘assessed at $753,000, 
according to the city asses- 


sors’ online database. The

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New Bronze Firefighters Memorial 
Installed At Mount Wollaston Cemetery 


Original Concrete Statue Now Stands At Fire Headquarters

A new bronze Firefight- 
ers Memorial statue now 
overlooks the Sea Street 
side of Mount Wollaston 
Cemetery where 20 fire- 
fighters are. buried and pay- 
ing tribute to all of Quincy’s 
firefighters while its original 
concrete brother sits at its 
new home in front of fire 
headquarters on Quincy Av- 
enue. 

As a group of firefight- 
ers looked on, a crew using 
a winch lowered the nearly 
six foot tall bronze statue 
into place on May 28 atop a 
podium made from Quincy 
granite inscribed, “Dedicat- 
ed to the Firemen of Quin- 
cy.” The podium had been 
vacant since September 
when the 90-year-old origi- 
nal was removed to be used 
as a cast for the new bronze 
statue. 

“Tt’s great, it’s up, and 
it’s ready to go,” said Quin- 
cy Firefighters Local 792 
President Tom Bowes. 

The new memorial will 
be dedicated during this 
Sunday’s 90th Firefight- 
ers Memorial ceremony at 
Mount Wollaston Cemetery

“Everything worked out 


great,” said Bowes. “We got 
it up in time for Memorial 
Sunday.” 

The original statue was 
created in 1928. It features 
a firefighter wearing a 1920s 
style leather helmet, a coat 
and boots. The detail is 
striking — from the coat’s 
buckles, belt, and rope lad- 
der to the veins in his hands. 

The 90 years of New 
England weather took its 
toll on the statue. Cracks, 
chips and blotches began to 
form as the concrete deterio- 
rated. The firefighters union 
got behind a plan to create a 
new memorial. 

“Last summer we decid- 
ed to replace the old memo- 
rial and ended up using the 
old memorial as a cast be-

cause a lot of the old timers 
wanted to keep that figure,” 
said Bowes. 

The union contacted 
Skylight Studios of Woburn 
to create the new statue. 
Bowes said the company 
has created memorials for 
the State House and Boston 
Fire Department. 

“They have a great repu- 
tation,” he said. 

Last September, the old 
statue was removed from its 
podium and taken to Sky- 
light Studios where over 
the ensuing months, the 
new statue was created — a 
bronze replica of the origi- 
nal. 

An effort was undertaken 


to raise the nearly $40,000 
cost. A fund was set up at 
Quincy Credit Union and 
several fundraising events 
were held during the fall and 
winter. 

Bowes expressed appre- 
ciation for the support of the 
community. 

“The community was 
great,” he said. “If it wasn’t 
for the community, we 
wouldn’t have gotten this 
done.” 

Bowes praised the work 


of Skylight Studios, noting 


the detail in the new statue. 

“They did a great job,” 
he said. “They were back 
and forth with us the whole 
way. They’re a great com-

pany to deal with.” 

After the new statue was 
installed, the crew went to 
fire headquarters to place the 
original statue on a concrete 
pad next to the firefighters 
memorial. Bowes said the 
memorial, consisting of an 
inscribed brick walkway, 
bench, and flagpole, will be 
upgraded. 

“We’re going to build 
this up,” said Bowes. 

Should the city’s pro- 
posal to build a new public 
safety building for the police 


” and fire departments pass, 


the original memorial will 
accompany the firefighters 
in the move.
